regard to the proceedings of the latter in 


Asiz. Of course if this is to Le taken a, 


meaning that a regular plan of operations 
haa been formally drawn up, and is to be 
fouud in the archives of the Foreign Offices 
in Berlin and ‘St.Petersburg, the Times is 
egregiously in the wrong, and the Press of 
Germany is quite justified in its indignant 
repudiation of the suggestion even. This 
gés not, however, touch thé pith of the 
matter, nor in any way invalidate the state- 
ment: of the English paper. The curious 
tie that connects the royal house of Prussia 
with the Tsar is of far older growth, and 
was already in existence in the eighteenth 
century, In 1786 Frepeercx Wiirtim LU, 
ascended: the throne of Prussia, One of the 
greatest, ind without exception the most 
ungerupulous of her sovereigns, the Empress 
Caruerixse II, was then on the throne of 


“Russia, and was arranging the plot for. the- 


-with-H-Russia took upon herself, after the 
{roubles between Austria: and the Hunga- 
rian people had broken out in opan warfare, 


to send an army across the frostier. The 
result was the restoration of Austrian 
supreuincy, bt affairs were thrown into. such 
confusion that the Emperor Ferpevanp hud 
to resign, aud the present ruler, Francts 
Jospey, was called tothe dangerous throne.
